The state o£ Oklahoma yesterday stood 
behind the doors of the failed Colum- 
bia bank and Trust company and paid j 
all depositors, 
pledge under 
bank guaranty 


It was the first big test for the law, 


the Columbia being the biggest bank 
in the state, with deposits of more 
than 53,000,000. 


This is the 
second 
bank 
failure 


since the guaranty deposit law was 
enacted. In the summer of 190S the 
International bank of Coalgate 
was 


closed by the bank commissioner be- 
cause the officers of the bank had 
made excessive loans to themselves. 
The bank's liabilities, about $38.000, 
were paid in full, the bank was reor- 
ganized and now is open.

One of the things the next legislature 


(Will have to do in to put through a law 


;under which It will be possible to de- 
termine when a social club la merely 
•n. club and when It is a blind tiger. 
:Incorporated social clubs are springing 
up all over Indiana In territory that 
'has been made "dry" under the coun- 
ty option law. 


Scores of these clubs have been In- 


corporated under the laws of the state 
.during the past 
few 
months 
and 


scores more doubtless will be in the 
near future. It has been found a con- 
venient no less than attractive way to 
evade the prohibition decreed by the 
voters in "dry" communities. 
The 


club' as a legal entity is only custodian 
of 
; contraband 
refreshments. 
The 


member "deposits" his beer, or what- 
ever may be his favorite beverage, In 
the club for storage with such detail 
of safeguard as makes It possible to 
identify the property and it is served 
.to him on demand. It is very easy and 
under the laws as at present seems to 
he legal. But it destroys the force of 
the local option decree and county pro- 
hibition becomes somewhat a travesty. 
.Not every "dry" community has such 
.a club and not every man who would 
|like to drink belongs to the club, how- 
•«ver much he would like to. But un- 
;'<Jer the law It Is. possible for every 
!i"dry" community to harbor a club of 
jAhls description or a dozen of them and 
i«very male citizen of majority age can 
{fioln a club of the sort and have his 
Brinks at pleasure. There is at pres- 
nent no legal obstacle to the multiplica- 
tion of such clubs ad infinltum.
